Non-resident pupils are required to pass 
both central and final examinations in order to attend High bchool next 
fall at the expense of their districts. 


The examinations of applicants for schools in Adams 


county for the term of 1919-1920 will be held in the High 
School Gettysburg, beginning each day at 8.30 A. M. 


1. -For Applicants for Provisional Certificates. 
June 13. For applicants who are not attending school. 
June 27. For applicants who were attending school. 
Aug. 
11. For applicants who were attending summer 


school. 


Aug. 
13. For applicants who are applying for Pro- 


fessional Certificates. 


The examinations will be oral and written. 
The work 


will be done in ink. Paper of high grade quality, pencils, 
ink, erasers, pens and fasteners will be furnished by the 
applicants. 


2. Provisional Certificates. 
The candidate must be at least 18 years of age and pre- 


sent a health certificate. 


Examinations must be passed in the following sub- 


jects : Spelling, reading, writing, physiology and hygiene, 
geography, English grammar, arithmetic, elementary al- 
gebra, history of the United States and of Pennsylvania, 
civil government, including state and local government, 
school management and methods of teaching. 


The examinations in Theory of Teaching will be based 


in part on Arp's "Rural Education and Consolidation of 
Schools," and LaRue's "The Science and Art of Teach- 
ing." 


Applicants will come prepared to submit a specimen of 


their penmanship and read a selection of their own 
choice. "Shakespeare's Macbeth" will be used in con- 
nection with reading. 


Blank health certificates can be obtained from the 


County Superintendent. 


3. Professional Certificates. 
The candidate must have taught at least two full terms 


in the public schools and present a health certificate. 


Examinations must be passed in (1) all the above sub- 


jects required for the provisional certificate; (2) in any 
two of the followin? alternatives; vocal music, drawing, 
English literature, plane geometry, zoology, or elemen- 
tary physics; and (5) in two books on pedagogy. 


This year applicants will be examined in plane geo- 


metry and physical geography, also Arp's "Rural Educa- 
tion and Consolidation of Schools" and LaRue's "The Sci- 
ence and Art of Teaching." 


No one should apply for any grade certificate unless he 


has had a High School education or its equivalent, and 
has had at least a term of professional work in a State 
Normal School. 


All examinations are open to the public.

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New Telephone Rates 


Local Service Rates 


The costs of telephone operation have been rising steadily 


during the past few years. And now, despite the fact that every 
possible economy has been introduced, a point has been reached 
where telephone revenues in Pennsylvania are not sufficient to 
meet expenses and to provide a reasonable return upon the in- 
vestment. 
The situation compels an increase in telephone reve- 


nues. 


The Company prepared and submitted to the United States 


Telegraph and Telephone Administration a revised schedule of 
rates for local service in Pennsylvania which, after careful con- 
sideration, was approved bv the Federal Aurhorities and will be- 
come effective June 16, 1919. 


Accordingly, ail rates for local exchange service in Pennsyl- 


vania (except local messages originating at public telephones) 
will be increased 20 per cent. June 16. 1919. 


Toll Service Rates 


On January 21, 1919, new schedules of toll and long distance 


rates were established throughout the country by order of the 
Postmaster General. The application of these schedules to mes- 
sages originating and terminating within Pennsylvania was set 
aside on January 29, 1919, by order of a Pennsylvania Court. 


The Supreme Court of the United States, on June 2, con- 


firmed the authority of the Postmaster General to regulate all 
telephone rates. Consequently, the Pennsylvania Court on June 
11, 1919, dissolved its injunction of January 29. 1919. 


The new rates, therefore, will be applied to all toll and long 


distance messages from and after May 21,1919, the beginning of 
the current toll billing period. All telephone directories issued 
since January 1 contain the new schedules and an explanation of 
them.
